German and French Money-Lenders Fur - 
mish the Means for the Conduct of 
the Frequent Revolutions — Gold 
Loaned to Plotting Exiles at 100 Per 
Cent—Hippolyte Is Suspicious of the 
‘Washington Government — Mole St. 
Nicholas. 


PORT-AU- PRINCE, Jan. 29.—The Republic of 
Hayti, lying at the doorway of what may 
presently be the key of our commercial and 
na val route between the Atlantic and Fa- 
cific, the Nicarnguan Canal, is to-day at the 
mercy ofaclique of foreign merchants. So 
far the United States has done nothing to 
break the power of these European usurpers, 
who overturn government after govern- 
ment, slay thousands of ignorant men, burn 
down whole eities and raise and lower the 
value of Haytien money at will. 

At this moment Hayt! is threatened with 
another revolution. Gen. Manigat and ex- 
President Legitime are in Kingston, Jamaica, 
with a group of fellow exiles, waiting fora 
favorable moment to land in Hayti and 
overthrow the Government of President Hip- 
polyte. Anyday the signal for bloodshed 
may be given. 

It is a time ot unrest. The elections for 
deputies have just ended, and both France 
and the United States are pressing the Gov- 
ernment for indemnity settlem 
with their gunboats on hand 
to the general feeling of ; 
President Hippolyte cannot leave the palace 
without a guard of 100 soldiers. He cannot 
leave the capital without the escort of a. 
large army. His palace is guarded like | 
fortress with artillery and hundreds of 
troops. Thecommon people are in almost 
dally dread of the merciless sort of war that 
is peculiar to Hayt!. No business man feels 
secure. No values can be established. 

All that is needed to start a terrible civil 
butchery isthe money of the German and 
French money-lenders. They lend gold to 
the present Government at something like 
80 per cent a year, but they lend to the exiles 
at 100 per cent. 

THE REAL CAUSE OF MANY REVOLTS. 

An extraordinary thing about the Haytiens 
is that the successful revolutionists when 
they have come into power, invariably pay 
all the debts ofthe Government they have 
destroyed, as wellas theentire cost of the 
revolution. The bonds issued to pay the ex 
penses of the Government’s army, and the 
bonds issued to pay the expenses offthe rev- 
olutionary troops, are both honored. 

This is the secret of Haytien revolutions. 
It is simply a question to-day whether the 
French and German money lenders see a bet- 
ter investment in Manigat than in Hippolyte. 
And in order that they shall make a few hun- 
dred thousand dollars now and then, no 
President of Hayti is allowed to serve out his 
term of seven years. 

They are lending money to President Hip- 
polyte’s Government and at the same time 
are studying the value of a fresh civil war as 
a speculation. The moment they decide to 
lend to the Revolutionists they cut offthe 
Government from all financial aid so far as 
they can control the situation. A single step 
on the part of the United States would 
change the whole trend of affairs. The money 
lenders and their schemes should be crushed 
in the interest of American commerce, 

The presence of three American cruisers in 
the Haytien ports ina time of danger would 
be sufficient to secure the Government. No 
revolutionist would attempt to carry out his 
plans when it was known that the United 
States would oppose, andif mecessary, sup- 
press any struggle carried on by foreign 
capital against the constitutional govern- 
went of Hayti. 


‘MUST BEWARE OF AMERICA. 

Your correspondent interviewed President 
Hippolyte and suggested to him that the 
probable control of the Nicaragua, Canal by 
the United States might compel that Govern- 
ment to use its utmost influence to secure 
commercial control of Hayti and in some 
sense guarantee the peace of the country.

SIG. CRISPI INVOLVED. 


IMPORTANT REVELATIONS IN CONNECTION WITH 
THE ITALIAN BANK SCANDAL. 


Roux, Jan. 26.—The scandals in connection 
with certain banksin this city and Naples 
threaten to have far more serious conse- 
quences than were at first deemed probable. 
It will be recalled that the digpatches an- 
nounced on Jan. 19 the arrest of Sig. Tau- 
longo, the Governor, and Sig. Lazzaroni, the 
cashierof the Banca Romana of this city. 
These arrests were made in consequence 
of serious rumors affecting the standing of 


ithe bank, and they promise to lead toa 
grave scandal. 


The name of Sig. Crispi, the 
x- Prime Minister, has been mixed up in the 
matter, and the public is on the quivive for 
further developments. On Jan. 22, Sig. 
©ucinello, manager of the bank of Naples, 
was arrested on the charge of embezzling 
2,000,000 lire from that institution and on the 
next day the Guerrini Banking Co. closed 
its doors, It was said, however, that 
the assets of the latter institution 
exceeded its lMabilities by 1, 600, 000 lire. The 
suspension was alleged to be due to the lack 
of confidence engendered by the troubles in 
the Banca Romena and the Bank of Naples. 
To-day the Messagero says that the police, 
acting upon hints given them by Sig. Tau. 
longoand Tazzaroni, have made a further 
search ofthe Banca Romano for documents 
relating to the sums the prisoners are said to 
have paid to political intriguers and financial 
speculators. Further arrests are expected. 


IN RIO GRANDE DO SUL.

GOVERNMENT FORCES FALLING BACK OX PORTO 


ALEGRE—SOUTHERN REPUBLICS. 


ASTIGAS, Jan. 26.—In Rio Grande do Sul the 
Government forces are falling back on Porto 
Alegre. The fecerals Rave not made any 
general forward movement. They are wait 
ing for arms. 

Negotiations in Corrientes have been dis- 
continued. The province is in a pitiable con- 
dition. All sorts of barbarities are of con- 
stant occurrence. 

A Nordenfeldt gun burst while it was being 
fired fora salute at Buenos Ayres. EI Diario 
says the Argentine artillery is in very bad 
condition and is particularly defictent in 
modern mounting guns. It calls on the Gov- 
ernment to make an inuestigation. 

Complaints have been made that the cloth- 
ing of the Argentinearmy isshabby and in 
many ways deficient. 


SOUTHERN REPUBLICS. 

PANAMA, Jan. 26.—Yellow fever has broken 
out in Ecuador and a quarantine has been 
established against that country. 

The Ecuadorean Government has sup- 
pressed El Tiempo, a leading opposition 
paperon account of an editorial attack on 
the clergy. 

A financial crisis exists in Nicaragua. The 
Capital Bank 1s in process of liquidation, and 
its Greytown, Rivas, Masayaand Chinadega 
branches have been closed. 

H. K. Orr, an American engineer on the 
Carthagena Rallway, has been killed in an 
accident. ‘ 

The Government of Venezuela has entered 
into a contract for the establishment of a big 
shipyard at Puerto Cabello.

ADMIRAL AMMEN POINTS OUT MARINER 
THOMPSON’S MISTAKES. 


He Shows How Much of the Money Fur- 
nisbed the American Committee Might 
Have Been Wrongfully Used—Why Was 
the Mar:time Canal Co. of Nicaragua 
Desied the Right to Incorporate? 
—Floquet Scored. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 26.— 1 find there 
is a great public demand for an investiga- 
tion of the American end of the Panama 
scandal, said Col. Fellows in speaking of 
his resolution providing for a special com- 
mitte to conduct the investigation. From 
letters which I have received and conversa- 
tions which I have held I know that the 
people want a searching inquiry, not only 
to find out how money may have been used 
improperly, but to ascertain just what our 
standing on the isthmus now is.and what can 
be done to promote American interests there 
in the future.’’ 

Whether there isto bean investigation of 
the whole subject or not will be determined 
soon, itisthought. The Democratic mem- 
bers of the Committee on Rules listened to 
Col. Fellows for a long time at their meeting 
yesterday- The entire subject of Panama 
was gone Over. 

Representative Geary of California was 
also before the eommittse. Mr. Geary has a 
resolution also asking for an investigation 
and his is even more broad and sweeping 
than that of Col. Fellows. 

While there is still an effort to belittle the 
inquiry and to create the feeling that the 
session is too near the end for an investiga- 
tion to amount to much, the feeling is that it 
will be ordered. The committee at its meet- 
ing will probabiy decide to report anew 
resolution, made up of the Fellows and 
Geary resolutions. The committee can be 
named at once and begin its inquiry withoys 
delay. It will depend entirely on the Speaker 
as to who the chairman will be, but it is ex- 
pected that Col. Fellows will head the com- 
mittee. 


ADMIRAL AMMEN’S SUSPICIONS. 

No American has been more prominent in 
urging the construction of the canal across 
Central America than Rear Admiral Dantel 
Ammen. Admiral Ammen was mentioned in 
the interview of.ex-Secretary of the Navy R. 
W. Thompson some days ago as one of those 
who appeared before the House Committee 
on Foreign Relations on Jan. ‘11, 1881, when 


‘that committee refused to invoke the Mon- 
roe doctrine against. the French encroach- 


ment on Panama. 

The Admiral is now retired. Asked if he 
would like to throw some light upon the sus- 
pected corruption in America in connection 
with the Panama canal, the Admiral an- 
swered: ‘‘AllI know is merely a matter of 
suspicion. I care to say nothing concerning 
that. ButI would like to say a few words 
concerning Col. Thompson’s views on this 
subject. The interview of Col. Thompson, 
published Jan. 23. is gratifying in 
the statement that 500 Cars were 
built in Indiana, and dredges, locomotives 
and other machinery were paid for 
out of the $12,009,000 sent to this country 
which M. Charles de Lesseps was reported as 
saying had been turned toavery good ac- 
count—was in fact, usefully spent—but that 
noaccount was rendered, Let us hope, in 
justice to Col. Thompson, as the head of the 
American Panama Canaf syndicate, and his 
associates, that M. Charles de Lesseps will 
correct his statement. 


MARINER THOMPSON’S. MISTAKRS 

Col. Thompson errs in supposing that I 
appeared before the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee of the House to argue the validity of 
the Monroe doctrine as against the Panama 
Canal. As an old navy man I have ques- 
tioned the question of war as between all 
nations. There is no power that could wage 
so effective a war against us and at such cost 
as France, and she could maintain it indefi- 
nitely. A war with France would cost us 
enormously, and that, too, witha very un- 
satisfactory result tous. isubmitthis prop- 
osition to Col. Thompson and to other mili- 
tary men and will hold myself ready to 
demonstrate the fact if required. 

In looking overthe question of bribery, in 
which Col. Thompson sees no possible motive 
other than repress the Monroe doctrine res:o- 
lutions, I would suggest another possibility 
which had escaped his acumen.

SCATHING DENUNCHATION OF FLOQUET AND

Paris, Jan. 2.—The assurance that M.

He 
caused a great sensation in court by an unex- 
pected and withering attack on ex-Minister 
Floquet. 

Why,“ exclaimed M. Barboux, vehe- 
mently, is not the former Minister who 
directed the distribution of the press sub- 
sidies not sitting alongside the. prisoners?’’ 

Here M. Barboux deliberatelo passed, as if 
to let the shaft which he had aimed quiver 
in the minds of his Usteners, and to watch 
the effect.

IS A DELUSION 


What Charles W. Pafflow Says of 


His Wife’s Strange Statement. 


The Woman Claims That She Has Com- 
mitted Bigamy. 


NOW DOING VOLUNTARY PENANCE FOR 
HER SUPPOSED CRIME,

Having Shut Herself Up in the Convent of 
the Good Shepherd, She Refuses to See 
Pafflow—The Husband Claims That 
Her Mind Has Been Affected by the 
Use of Narcotic Drugs—He Alleges the 
Sisters Are Influencing the Woman 
and Has Iustructed His Attorney to 
Apply for a Writ of Habeas Corpus. | 


If Lawyer Henry R. Watson applies fora 
writ of habeas corpus for Mrs. Mary 
King Pafflow, at present an inmate of the 
House of Good Shepherd, Seventeenth and 
Pine streets, the Circuit Judge who 
will pass on the se will hear 
a strange tale of human remorse, 
due either to past misdeeds or to the invid- 
ious workings of narcotics. The husband of 
the woman is Charles W. Pafflow, employed 
by the Dr. J. H. McLean Medicine Co., Third 
and Biddle streets, and he is anxious to have 
his attorney, Mr. Watson, apply for the 
writ of habeas corpus at once, because 
he is infatuated with his wife,and he believes 
that she is forcibly detained in the convent 
by the sisters. His story, as told to his at - 
torney, is passing strange. He says 
that he married Mary King in Dallas 
County, Tex., Nov. 11, 1890. A Justice of the 
Peace performed the ceremony. Mr. Paflow 
told Lawyer Watson some facts about his 
wife’s previous career, dut the lawyer did 
not care to repeat them, because they did 
not add to her fair name. At all events the 
couple lived together in blissful enjoyment, 
for at least a year. 

BECAME ADDICTED TO DRUGS. 

Thena cloud came over their existence, 
for the wife became a slave 
the use of several deadly narcotic drugs, 
among others laudanum. Her charms of 
manner were tarnished. by the vile influence 
of the drugs, and the husband even says that 
her former clear perception of right 
and wrong beccame dlurred and in- 
distinct, but she did not become 
eo blind as to do anything which 
would weaken her husband's love for her. 
Her misfortunes rather bound himto her by 
stronger bonds of affection, according to his 
statements. Pafflow and his wife moved to 
St. Louis several months ago, but Mrs. 
Pafiow did not give up der en 
habits, and as she became more addicted to 
the use of narcotics she conceived a dislike 
for her husband, which ended Nov. 80, last, 
by her abandonment of her husband. She 
fied to the House of Good Shepherd, and has 
been there eversince. As soon as Mr. Paf- 
flow learned of his wife’s abiding place he 
tried to induce her to return to him, but ah 
his reproaches were met with rebuffs. 

NO DESIRE TO SEE HIM. 

She sent him word that she had no desire 
to see him more, and she would be glad if he 
would leave ber to pass the restof her days 
in the quiet of the convent. From all ap- 
pearances Mrs. Paflow acted of her own free 
will when she declared her intention to re- 
main in the convent for good and to Be dead 
to her husband forever, But he became in- 
censed and refused to believe that she would 
thrown him overboard so heartlessly if she 
was not subject to some sinister influence, 
and with the notion in his mind that if he 
could have an interview with ber, all would 
be well, he asked the sisters at the 
convent to permit him to see his 
wife. The wife sent back word 
that an interview was out of the question, 
and he then decided that his ouly recourse 
was the law, for he was persuaded that his 
wife wasa prisoner. He consulted Lawyer 
Watson with a view. to beginning a- 
beas corpus proceedings. Mr. Watson, 
with a desire to mend matters 

other means than by legal 
„ had afconference with the Mother su- 
perior of the convent yesterday with regard 
to the troubles of the Pafflows.~ The 
Mother Superior said that Mrs. 
Pafiow was a remorse stricken 
woman. She would not consent to see Mur. 
Pa flow, because she did not consider him as 
her husband, claiming tnat she had married 
another man before she met Pafllow and 
that this man,from whom she had never been 
divorced, was still living. For this reason Mrs. 
Paffiow looked upon the ceremony, performed 
by the Texas ’Squireasan empty form, and 
she was anxious to do penance for the rest of 
her days for her sins.

The reporter 
explained that he wanted to have 
her confirmation of ‘ the state- 
ment of others to that effect 
but the sister replied neither by word nor by 
the expression of her face and the interview 
was ended. 

Apparently the alleged Mrs. Pafflow is not 
detained at the convent, unless by 
ber own uninfluenced will. She is 
seemingly a repentant woman, 
anxious to sever all ties which bound her to 
the world. The sisters, especially the one 
who was present at the nterview, 
Seems to take a kindly interest in 
her, and are anxious to protect 
her as much as possible from the troubles

BORNE TO 1 E TOMB 


Impressive Funeral Services Over the 
Remains of Bighop Brooks. 


PLACED AT REST TO-DAY IN XI. 
AUBURN CEMETERY, 


Uniformed Guari of the Loyal Legion 
at the Episcopal Residencs and Trinity 
Cuurch—For Three Hours the Teople 
Pass In and Look Uponthe Face of 
ths Dead. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 26.—With the impres- 
sive funeral services of the church in connec- 
tion with which his life work was done, and 
accompanied by evidences of public grief 
such as has not been manifested in this com- 
munity before fora generation at least, the 
remains of the late Bishop Phillips Brooks 
were to-day consigned to their last resting 
place in Mount Auburn Cemetery. 

At 8 o’clock this moraing the body, incased 
ina black broadcloth casket, hermetically 
sealed, accompanied bya guard of police, 
was taken from the Episcopal residence on 
Clarendon and borne to Trinity Church, 
only a few steps distant, where it was p!aced 
cn a catafalque inside the crowded portals of 
the west porch. Above the casket and de- 
pending from the celling was a tent-like 
canopy of black broadcloth and the walls 
and celling were heavily shrouded with the 
same material. At the head and foot of 
the catafalque were placed the colors 
of the Loyal Legion, of which 
order the late Bishop was an honorary mem- 
ber, while on the foot of the casket lay a 
simple cross of Easter lilles. A large re- 
flector suspended from the ceiling threw the 
only light in the vestibule upon the features 
of the dead as they were exposed through a 
glass covering. The departed Bishop lay in 
his episcopal robe, his hands folded upon his 
breast, and appeared as natural and life-like 
as though quietly sleeping. 

A uniformed guard of members of the Loyal 
Legion kept vigil on either side of the casket 
and a double line of policemen was formed 
from both entrances of the Vestibule to the 
sidewalks beyond. 

When all preparations were completed the 
doors were opened and the people were al- 
lowed to pass by twos into one entrance of 
the vestibule, through on either side of the 
casket and out at another entrance, each 
catching only a farewell glance of tne 
loved features. There was a large 


gathering in front ofthe church before the 
casket arrived, which steadily increased dur- 
ing the morning hours, but there was no 
rush, no discourtesy- Luring the three hours

| THE KANSAS ‘SENATORSHIP. | 

In their Maneuvers to win some technical 
vantage gfound trom which they could 
seize the United States sénatorship, when 
the popular vote had taken nearly every- 
thing else away from them, the Repub- 
licans of Kansas have apparently been 
beaten at their own game. 

John Martin goes to Washington with a 
certificate of election as United States 
Senator signed by the presiding officer and 
secretary of the joint convention of the 
two Houses of the Kansas Legislature, at- 
tested by the Governor and showing that 
there was a quorum of certificated mem- 
bers presentand voting, which quorum 
cast a majority of its votes for him. His 
prima facie right to be seated must there- 
fore be recognized. 

The sufficiency and regularity of his cre- 
dentials will be the only questions before 
the Senate until he is seated and his elec- 
tion is regularly contested. Then, and 
not till then, does the Senate go behind 
the certificate to consider irregularities in 
the organization of the Legislature and in 
the proceedings appertaining to the elec- 
tion of a Senator. 

As sole judge of the election and quali- 
fication of its own members, the United 
States Senate decides for itself whether 
the organization and proceedings of the 
State Legislature were such as to validate 
or invalidate the election of a Senator. 
The judgment of the Governor on those 
questions is treated with great respect, but 
is not conclusive where a seat in the 
United States Senate is contested. 

If the Republicans of Kansas do not 
make a contest on such a showing as 
will unseat Martin they will stand con- 
vieted of having dragged their State to the 
brink of a revolution in their defeated 
effort to grab asenatorship. «

LODGE DIESN'T LIKE IT. 


The House bill looking to a constitu- 
tional amendment providing for the pop- 
ularelection of United States Senators is 
vigorously opposed by Henry Cabot Lodge 
of Massachusetts. This was expected, be- 
cause Mr. Lodge would not now bein the 
Senate had this Salutary provision been 
adopted before his election. As many 
other Senators, Brice of Ohio, Murphy of 
New York and Hawley of Connecticut for 
instance, are indebted for their positions 
to the existing system and know they 
never could have commanded a majority 
of the people, we may expect a lively fight 
against. the proposal in the Upper House. 

This, however, will be one of the 
strongest arguments in itsfavor among the 
people, because it will call attention to 
the weakest apd most vicious feature of 
legislative elections and provoke inquiry 
into the ways that are dark and tricks 
that are vain, by which men secure honors 
which they do not deserve. Anopposition 
of this kind prompted by motives trans- 
parently personal may delay the measure 
for a few months and perhaps let in one or 
two more unworthy men, but it will go 
far to stimulate public sentiment and pro- 
mote the growth of popular conviction in 
favor of a most democratic and salutary 
proposal, 

There is no doubt that the measure will 
receive the support of the requisite num- 
ber of State Legislatures when it comes be- 
fore them, because they will not dare go 
counter to a widespread and imperative 
demand. It only needs discussion and ob- 
ject lessons like Lodge, Murphy, Stanford 
and Brice to convince right thinking peo- 
ple that the people themselves are best 
It is a 
reform which cannot be long postponed 
even by the shrewdest and most desperate 
political tactics. 


WHERE Is THE END} 


Striking proof of the careless way in 


iwhich the business of this city is con- 


ducted and laws guarding public interests 
are disregarded is again afforded by the 
Post-DiIsPATcH’s disclosure of the re- 
markable situation in the Circuit Clerk’s 
office. Not only are the accounts of this 
official unaudited, but there appears to be 
dense ignorance in official circles as to re- 
sponsibility for it. 

The judges who at one time audited these 
accounts determined that it was not their 
duty to do so and quietly ceased the work. 
They assert that it is the Comptroller’s 
business to attend to it. On the other 
hand the Comptroller has paid no attention 
to the matter and declares that the judges 
are responsible for the correctness of the 
accounts. Zo by the mutual determination 
to keep hands off the accounts are not 
| audited and there is no check upon the 
money received and disbursed. by the 
Circuit Clerk. , 

It is impossible to determine now wheth- 
er those friendly covers for so many kinds 
of irregularities, ‘‘official courtesy’’ and 
official dignity, are the cause of this queer 
condition of affairs or whether it is caused 
by plain ignorance or mere careless neg- 
lect. The fact that it exists and the fixing 
of responsibility for its existence are the 
main points of importance to citizens. 

Whatever may be the duty of the judges 
inthe matter we do not see how Comp- 
troller Stevenson can dodge his responsi- 
bility. Under the general law defining

Judge Fisher Aimits That the Judges 
Never Did Audit the Aceounts of the 
Clerks in ths Strict Meantus of the 
Term—A Law Which Has Been Com- 
pletely Ignored—A State of Affairs 
Which Demands Attention. 


The accounts of the clerks of the Criminal 
Court and Court of Criminal Correction were 
audited by the last Grand- jury, as were also 
those of the Recorder of Deeds and Collettor, 
but for some reason the Circuit Clerk’s ac- 
counts were never before that body. It was 
stated that all the Circuit Clerk could do was 
to make his office self-sustaining, so that the 
city could lose no revenue from that 
source. The fact, however, tnat the office 
has turned in as much as 32, 000 in one year to 
the city leads to the belief that if it is prop - 
erly managed it can be made to 4 tus same 
again, 

The question raised in yesterday's Bohr- 
DISPATCH Why no one has been audit- 
ing the accounts of that office 
since February, 1891, when the Circuit 
judges in generai term formally abandoned 
the task,has caused considerable talk among 
lawyers and city officials. In March, 1691, 
the Legislature re-enacted an old law on this 
subject, one section of which reads: Every 
Clerk ofa court of record in every county in 
this State shall make return quarterly to the 
County Court of all fees by him 
received to date of return, from whom re- 
ceived and for what services, giving the 
amount of each fee recetved and of the Sal- 
aries by him actually paid to his deputies or 
assistants, stating the same in detailand 
verifying the same by his afidavit.’’ 

As there is no County Court here for the 
Clerk to make his returns to the question 
arises, What city officia] takes its place? The 
impression of the-judges of the Circuit Oourt 
seems to have been that it was the Comp- 
troller, but he denies that the duty devolves 
upon him.

SUNDAY CLOSING. 


The Effect Shutting the World's Fair Gates 
Will Have on Chicago’s Side Shows. 


CHICAGO, III., Jan. 26.—Will Midway Plais- 
ance be kept open if Congress closes the 
World's Fair Sundays? Several million dol- 
lars have been invested in concessions along 
the Plaisance. All of itis private capital, and 
a liberal percentage of these pri- 
vate enterprises goes into the 
World’s Fair treasury. As the strug- 


gle for opening the Fair Sundays has dragged 
along the concessionalres have viewed the 
situation with complacency. Ifthe big show 
were closed it was evident that the crowd 
would be forced to go tothe smaller shows on 
the plaisance. In fact it would bea great 
benefit tothose holding concessions should 
the Sunday closers be victorious. Few 
of the concessionaires doubted that 
the plaisance would remain open. Many 
never gavethe subjectathought, taking it 
for granted that they would do business Sun- 
days the same as other days. If others 
thought of the matterat all it was to the 
effect thatthe plaisance was apart of the 
Fair and would be open or closed, as was 
Jackson Park. All the territory had been 
accepted from the South Park Commissioners 
for Fair purposes and the fact that the 
plaisance had been devoted to concessions 
did not separate it from the Fair proper. 

This was the view F. W. Peck, Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, took of the matter 
yesterday: 

„1 have not given the subject any. 
thought;’’ said he. but I should say at first 
glance that the plaisance will be closed if the 
main part of the Fair 1s.“ 

If Congress decides to Keep the Fair closed 
will midway plaisance be kept open?’’ was 
asked President Higginbotham. 

„We have not decided yet, he replied. 
Some nice questions will arise if the plais- 
ance should be kept open, the exposition 
company receiving a large revenue from all 
the Sunday business done in that part ofthe 
park grounds. Equally nice questions will 
arise if the plaisance be closed.

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NEAT PIECE OF STRATEGY. 


A Sure Thing“ in Manhattan Stock That 
Did Not Yield. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—Wall street men are 
laughing at what they considera neat little 
plece of strategy of the sort which theethics 
of the stock speculating world sanctions, 
whatever may be thoughtof it elsewhere. 
Many Tammany Hall politicians and high, 
office-holders received what they thought 
was a Sure thing“ in Man- 
hattan. The tip was given out about 
two weeks ago to buy the Elevated 
stock for a rise. Thinking that they 


were going to make ‘‘big money’’ 
at least a score ofthese men took flyers“ 
in the stock, Some going in for 500 shares and 
some for double that amount. They all got 
in as near as can be found out, at about 170. 
This, it happened, was very nearly the top 
figure. Since then the stock has steadily 
tumbled, and the Januray . politicians 
have discovered that instead of mak- 
ing money they have either been 
bied very heavily for more margins to carry 
their unlucky stock or completely wiped out. 
Manhattan took a further drop from 166, 
the closing figure of T'uesday,to 161 yesterday, 
a loss of 54% points in a day. The closing 
quotation was 1624. This loss of ten points 
inagew days wiped outa number of Tam- 
many speculators yesterday. 

The story which amused the street was to 
the effect that the resolution introduced into 
the Assembly on Monday by Assemblyman 
Maltby providing foran investigation of the 
speculative relations of Tammany Hall city 
officials with regard to the stock of the Man- 
hattan company was nothing more nor less 
than a sharp scheme to depress the stuck by 
the bear clique. The resolution of investi- 
gation was prepared withina stone’s throw 
of the Stock Exchange, and Mr. Maltby was 
innocentiv induced to present it. 


Insp;:cting St. Louis Elevators.

STOCK FAMINE, 


Cattle aud Hogs Remarxably Scarcs in 
Notthwestera Iowa. 


Fort DopGE, Io. Jan. B. -A stock famine 
is now one of the possibilities, if not one of 
the probabilities, in Northwestern Iowa.

A Convicted Thief Who Had Profound 
Respect for the Truth.

ihe New York police have just captureda 
man who, although he has been a thief by in- 
stinct and profession for the last thirty years, 
is yet too honest to lie. George Afflick is the 
name of this curious makeup of paradoxical 
qualities, and his arrest may be of special in- 
terest to Chicago people because of a singu- 


larly unique position he occupied in the Chi- 
cago police force way back in the 608. 

For almost seven years he wasa familiar 
figure about police headquarters, Where, al- 
though his nominal position was that of 
porter, he was generally recognized as one of 
the smartest wen onthe force. All the old- 
timers remembered himand his escapades 
among youthful criminals, not so much be- 
cause of his success in running them down, 
but for the reason that he had a remarkably 
strong bent for con“ work and petty thiev- 
ing himself and people in his old h e were 
always in danger of receiving an unexpected 
visit from him which was sure to Dring no 
good to them. 

He finally left his position here and went to 
New York. There he commenced his crim- 
inal Career, and, being an expert in catching 
crooks, he had little trouble inevading de- 
tection. The Chicago detectives remember 
nim as one of_the smoothest men in his line, 
and nave always watched his movements. 

But although Afflick has been a thief by in- 
stinct and protession for the last thirty 
years he still seems too honest to lie.
